dead stock, processing 1n- 
dustry is facing tough fi- 
which may 
see some of these businesses 
leave the industry. Where 


this occurs, producers will 
have to find. alternative 
wavs to dispose of their 
mortalities 

Under the Ontario Dead 
Animal Disposal Act ad- 
ministered by the Ontario 
Ministry of Agriculture 
Food and Rural Affairs pro- 
ducers with dairy and beef 
cattle, sheep, horses and 
goats have three options to 
dispose of mortalities. They 
are composting. burial and 
having them picked up by 
the dead stock disposal com- 
panics. 

Composting is done of 
encasing the dead carcasses 
between layers of sawdust 
Over a period of 6-12 
months the carcasses de- 
compose. This method 
works well for smaller ones. 

The other is burial. Car- 
casses must be buried within 
48 hours of death unless 
under at least two feet of 


earth. Whether they choose- 


or burial, _ Pro- 
ducers must choose ‘sites 


that protect the environment 
from ground water and sur- 
face water contamination. 

To obtain further details 
on burial and composting 
of farm mortalities, produc- 
ers should obtain the fact 
sheet Proper Burial Tech-’ 
niques for Small Farm Ani- 
mals and Poultry Mortalities 
and Composting Livestock 
Mortalities from your local 
Ontario Ministry of- Agri- 
culture Food and Rural Af- 
fairs office. 

To insure compliance 
under the Dead Animal Dis- 
posal Act, OMAFRA has 
appointed several cxisting
